AUTO RATES HERE 
HIGHEST IN SOUTH 


Figure, Other Cities Far 
Below Atlanta’s Scale. 


Atlanta’s automobile liability rate 
for personal injuries, raised this week 
by the national bureau of casualty 
and surety underwriters, is one of the 
highest in the south, a survey of the 
cities revealed Tuesday as police au- 
thorities announced that there will be 
no let-up in.their: efforts to reduce 
this'city’s huge’ accident toll. 

Councilman G. Dan Bridges, chair- 
man of the police committee of coun- 
cil, said that the increase in liability 
insurance premiums means that At- 
lanta has got to get down to business 
and stamp out reckless driving. His 
expression was similar to that of 
Councilman Aubrey Milam, member uf 
the police committee, who said that 
Atlanta policemen will not be allow- 
ed to dodge their responsibilities for 
traffic law enforcement. 

The scale of liability insurance 
premiums in the eight southern cities 
surveyed shows that there is a close 
relation between last year's auto death 
rate and the insurance rates. The 
figures are as follows:

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(4)— 
In the face of a definite White House 
warping that now was not the time 
for payment of the bonus, house mem- 
bers today mustered enough signers 
to a petition to force a vote on the 
issue on March 12. 

Within an hour after Speaker Rain- 
ey formally announced .Presideat 
Roosevelt would not approve the lez- 


islation, the Lundeen petition on the 
Patman bill to pay $2,400,000,000 in 
greenbacks to the veterans was signed 
by the necessary one-third of the 
house membership. 

Just as the house convened, Repre- 
sentative Patman, democrat, Texas, 
author of the bill, put the 128th sig- 
nature to the document. 

Reveals Stand. 

Speaker Rainey had returned from 
a conference with President Roose- 
velt barely in time to open the ses- 
sion. As soon as he could relinquish 
his gavel, he summoned reporters to 
his office toé announce: 

“T am authorized by the president to 
say this is not-the time to pay the 
bonus and he cannot approve any leg- 
islation to that effect.” 

In the meantime, the number of 
Imme- 
diately after word of Rainey’s state- 
ment had circulated among house 
members, bonus advocates rounded up 
the additional 14 they needed. Ayres, 
democrat, Montana, was the last to 
sign.

“I want to make myself clear to 
this committee,” Key said after he 
had. been invited ¢o0 appear. “I will 
veto any budget which attempts to 
allow the schools or any other de- 
partment to carry a deficit of $390,- 
YVO into 1935, and I will veto any 
budget which attempts to divert any 
of the refunded bonds to any source 
other than that for which the refund- 
ing is being made—namely to the 
federal government for relief purposes.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(UP)

Brown said he complained to Post- 
master John J. Kiely, of New York, 
who reported that the letters were 
received from Washington at the 
New York postoffice in a “ripped 
open condition.”

The airmail inquiry turned today 
to the so-called “spoils conference” 
called by Brown in 1930, and to a 
struggle between France, Germany 
and the United States to gain lucra- 
tive airmail vontracts in South Amer- 
ica. The state department in the 
Hoover administration threw its sup- 
port exclusively behind Pan-American 
Airways, Brown said. Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh, who protested. 
the recent cancellation of airmail con- 
tracts by Postmaster General Farley, 
is associated with the~ Pan-American. 
Pan-American contracts have not 
been cancelled. 

Brown admitted that he sought to 
eliminate competitive bidding on do- 
mestie airmail contracts in 1930, but 
he denied emphatically that the meet- 
ing of airline operators and postal of- 
ficials in that year was in any sense 
a “spoils conference.”

But the 
bishop of Liverpool was proceeding on 
the supposition that “whoever is not 
for us is against us” or rather vice 
versa, and so he had seen no objec- 
tion to a man preaching in the cathe- 
dral, who certainly believes in Christ 
as one of the greatest teachers that 
ever lived. - 

But others were watching. To Lord 
Cecil, a Unitarian is a heretic and 
as a heretic he wants to have him 
treated and moreover have the men 
punished who allowed him to have his 
say. We're ‘still far from Christian 
unity apparently.

Every one knows there are 
“large-boned” and “small-boned” types 
of build: types with long trunk and 
shorter limbs, types with short trunk 
and longer limbs; types with full 
round chest, and types with flat broad 
chest; types with slender, frail waist. 
and types with sturdy waist. A 10 
to 15 per cent variation from the 
“average” weight for a given age and 
height is quite an ordinary and nor- 
mal occurrence,

BLUNDERS WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The big air lines have 
f quieted down the last few days for a reason. 

A cool-headed faction among them decided the industry was 
wrong in the way it handled the Roosevelt-Farley air mail cancella- 
tion program at the start. This faction is confessing sotto voice 
that the Lindbergh protest and the New York court suit were tacti- 
cal blunders. 

Such actions merely infueiated the administration authorities 
and put them in a position where a sensible compromise would be 
embarrassing. In the face of such tactics the administration could 

. not concede anything without surrendering its whole position.

‘ Uncle:Sam, World’s Greatest Lender; 12 Billions 
Available to Borrowers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Uncle Sam as a lender has branched out 
into so many different fields of credit that the public is probably not con- 
scious of the extensive hold which the federal government has on the 

nomenon flow of money in America. 

eo - Originally the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion was the only major agency lending money and 
it was confined to loans for banks, insurance com- 
panies and railroads. 

Today not only have the RFC functions been 
enlarged but there are literally dozens of agencies 
and branches which are in a position to extend credit 
to the individual, whether he be a farmer or a busi- 
nessman, a home owner or an exporter. Here are 
some of the different types of credit which are avail- 
able through the federal government: 

1. Cotton farmers can borrow 10 cents a pound 
on their product through the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. Corn farmers can borrow 45 cents a 
ees §bushel the same way. 

DAVID LAWRENCE. 2. Home owners can borrow money with which 
to refinance their mortgages through the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion. Money is soon to be made available to those wishing to borrow in 
order to make repairs or remodel their homes. 

3. Farm owners can borrow, through the farm credit administration, 
money to refinance their mortgages at a lower interest rate. The farmer 
can borrow money to buy seed and plant a crop. He can borrow money 
on his live stock and -his buildings or equipment and get short-term 
credit through the production credit associations now being organized 
by the federal government. 

4. City dwellers who may have invested in building and loan asso- 
ciations can under certain conditions realize on their investment because 
of RFC loans to these associations, whose assets now are made more 
liquid than before. The RFC in these cases extends credit only to 
soundly managed building and loan organizations. 

Banks can borrow from the RFC by putting up adequate collateral. 
About $2,000,000,000 has been loaned in this way. Government 
purchases of preferred stock amounting to another $1,000,000,000 have 
made available that much credit to the banks so as to strengthen their 
capital structure and enable them to handle loans more satisfactorily. 

About $600,000,000 of government money has gone to closed banks, 
which in turn have made it available to depositors of those banks. 

6. Insurance companies, including life and fire corporations, have 
been protected by government credit, so they are able to meet the obli- 
gations they have to policyholders. Only about $100,000,000 has been 
made available in this fashion and happily very little more is expected 
to be needed in this field. 

7. Railroads have been loaned money by the RFC—about $350,- 
000,000—to keep out of receiverships and so that they may meet pay- 
ments of interest. Also loans have been made to railroads for construc- 
tion through the public works administration. This means re-employ- 
ment of large numbers of workers and big purchases of materials, which 
are just beginning to be evident in the upward trend of business volume. 

_ 8. People who want to finance exports to countries all over the world 
will shortly have credit made available to them. For the moment an 
export bank set-up by Uncle Sam will lend money to finance export sales 
to Russia, but it is believed this will be extended soon to other countries 
and broadened to stimulate foreign trade as a whole. 

About $12,000,000,000 of government credit has been made avail- 

able in all these different credit operations, but only about $6,000,000,- 
000 has been used. 
_ A new type of credit is shortly to be set up in what are known 1s 
intermediate credits for business—something between the short-term 
loans made for 60 or 90 days by commercial banks and the 10-year 
loans usually floated by investment bankers. The intermediate loans 
would be for three or five years and would be guaranteed by the govern- 
ment up to a certain per cent of each Ioan, varying from 50 per cent 
to 80 per cent, but the commercial bank would have to take the risk 
on the remainder. 

The control of the lender over the fortunes of a man’s business has 
been apparent through all stages of human history. But the federal gov- 
ernment today exercises the most cOncentrated control over credit and 
has the largest machinery for credit operation that any nation has ever 
developed. 

Uncle Sam has fared well thus far as a collector, except on crop and 
seed loans. The banks and railroads and insurance companies have made 
an excellent record on repayments. It remains to be seen how the gov- 
ernment will collect from people who owe money to closed banks and 
those who owe on notes which have been rediscounted with the RFC. 

Then, too, there will come the question of foreclosures on mortgages 
when the citizen cannot pay his interest. Will Uncle Sam then become 
the hard-hearted creditor or will the politicians some day introduce legis- 
lation to postpone payment and afford “relief’’ to those who profess in- 
capacity to pay? But when the war debts were repudiated, the taxpayers 
as a whole were compelled to take up the burden. So in the future what- 
ever losses Uncle Sam sustains on these private credits will be charged up 
against the taxpayers in one form or another. With a business revival, 
however, the percentage of loss to the government might be considerably 
reduced. If 80 cents on the dollar is repaid, it would mean a loss of only 
about $2,500,000,000, which in these days of vast lending isn’t supposed 


to be much.

DOUMERGUE OPPOSES 
FRANGE’S DEVALUATION 


Economy in Government Of- 
fered as Alternative to 
Monetary Measure. 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—(#)—The weight 
of the government was thrown today 
against the theory that .devaluation of 
the franc is the ‘best road out of the 
French economic muddle.

CASH BALANCE SHOWN 
BY STATE SECRETARY 


The secretary of state’s office was 
operated on $85,523 during 1933 and 
finished the year with a cash bal- 
ance of $15,664, Secretary of State 
John B. Wilson revealed Tuesday in 
his annual report to Governor ‘Tal- 
madge.

More Ardent Love Letters 
Introduced in Dean Trial 


GREENWOOD, Miss., Feb. 20.— 
(P)—Dr. John Preston Kennedy, 41- 
year-old surgeon, whose strange death 
last summer led to a pvison murder 
charge against Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean, 
33-year-old baby specialist, today was 
held up before the jury trying Dr. 
Dean as a writer of ardent love let- 
ters. 

More than 100 of the warm and af- 
fectionate notes the surgeon wrote to 
Dr. Dean over a three-year period 
prior to his 0-day fatal illness in 
August, 1933, were read to the jury 
as the woman pbysician’s attorneys 
opened the defense case. Repeated 
declarations of love ran throughout 
the missives. 

The letiers were put into the record 
fast on the heels of the testimony of 
Mrs. Bessie Barry Kennedy, Ken- 
nedy’s divorced wife and the state’s 
last witness. who represented her ex- 
husband as having been a rather re 
luctant participant in an affair with 
Dr. Dean, whieh Mrs. Kennedy said 
broke up her marriage. 

The divorced wife testified that she 
and her estranged mate were getting 
ready to be remarried when he died 
under strange circumstances. But in 
cross-examining her and in the intro- 
duction of today’s letters, the defense 
indicated it would attempt to show 
Kennedy had made plans to marry Dr. 


ean, 

One of his letters to Dr. Dean, early 
in 1932, informed her that he and his 
wife had agreed on a separation and 
added: “The ‘matter has been settled 


here. All that remains is when and 
how. . . . I am wondering if the 
reaction of the public would be for me 
or against .me or whether it would 
make any difference at all. My opin- 
ion is that it makes little difference.” 
The letter concluded with instructions 
for Dr. Dean to “stand by for further 
developments.” 

Dr. Dean was doing work at the 
Lewis (Del.) hospital at the time. 

Nearly all the letters started “My 
Darling” and ended “I love you—l 
love you.” They were addressed to 
Dr. Dean in Delaware, in Greenwood 
and in Sharon, Miss., where she had 
visited relatives.

JANUARY WITNESSES 
EMPLOYMENT SLUMP 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 20.—(UP) 
Private industry absorbed only 2,000,- 
000 unemployed between the depres- 
sion’s bottom last March and the 
end of January, 1934, department of 
labor statistics revealed today. 

In January, industrial employment 
slumped 500,000—less than the usual 
sensonal percentage. Pay rolls drop- 
ped $5,400.000 in the month. From 
March, 1933, to the end of January, 
however, pay rolls rose $55,000,000, 
reflecting higher wages under codes. 

The figures -brought sharply to at- 
tention the difficulties ahead if the 
civil works program is ended May l, 
unless industry meanwhile speeds up 
more rapidly than the most optimis- 
tic persons here expect. More than 
twice as many persons have been 
given employment at government ex- 
pense, cither on CWA or PWA jobs, 
than have gone back to work in in- 
dustry. The PWA can’t absorb all 
the 4,000,000. persons who were on 
CWA rolls at the end of January. 
and who will not be there on the first 
of May though 525,000 are slated for 
highway jobs next summer. 

That, of course, is the reason for 
the pressure being applied by the ad- 
ministration now for a shorter work 
week. Relief Administrator Harry L. 
Hopkins told the house labor com- 
mittee today that a shorter work 
week with an increase in hourly pay 
Was necessary, but said he didn’t 
know whether it should be brought 
about. by legislation or codes, 

Hopkins opens the Connery 30- 
hour week bill as a “glorified spread- 
the-work movement.” since it offers 
no assurance that the worker, whose 
hours are cut to provide work for 


' the others, will not have his pay re-

VOTING REQUIREMENTS

DETAILED BY PITTMAN 


| 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Feb. 20.—| 
Judge Claude C. Pittman, of the 
Cherokee circuit of the superior court, 
in a statement today informed Geor- 
gians who wish to vote during this 
general election year of the necessary 
requirements for legal balloting. 
Judge Pittman’s statement follows 
part : 
“A number of contests are certain 
legislative, congressional, judicial, 
and governor. ; 

“Registration is a necessary quali- 
fication. All women and men register- 
ing for the first time, do not have to 
pay a poll tax until after the elec- 
tions are held. Those who have be- 
come qualified voters heretofore must 
pay past poil taxes assessed against 
them, and see that their names are 
still on the voters’ book. Heretofore a 
failure to pay property taxes required 
n removal of the name from registra- 
tion book, but past-due property tax 
is no longer a bar to voting. 

“The law riow says: “Io enable a 
person to register and vote at any 
election by the people he shall have 
resided in the state one year and in 
the county in which he offers to vote, 
six months next preceding the election 
and shall have paid all poll taxes that 
he may have had an opportunity of 
paying agreeably to law.’ The voter 
must be at least 21 years of age on 
Tuesday following the first Monday 
in November, in order to register, and 
may vote in primaries to nominate 
candidates Jor the general election al- 
though not yet 21 years old, provided 
he will be 21 at the general election.”

eral hearings next week in which oper- 
ation of codes is to be studied as a 
basis for remaking administration 
policy. 

The recovery administrator attached 
just one condition: NRA _ will not, 
he said, receive “unsupported personal 
assaults’ and it will take “academic 
conjectures not backed by facts. . - 
only for what they are worth.” 

“We want your help,” he said, 
“whether you are on the industrial, 
labor or consumers’ side of the argu- 
ment, tell us on February 27 where 
the codes are not working right, where 
they bear unjustly on you, where they 
could be improyed. Come to Wash- 
ington to engage in the discussion if 
you can. Write to us giving us facts 
and figures if you can’t.”

SEA ISLAND BEACH, Ga., Feb.‘ 
20.—(/)—Howard Coffin, chairman of 
the board of Southeastern Textiles,

Coffin gave the textile industry as 
an example.

Coffin said 
that annual reporfts of the various or-

Southeastern Textiles, a merchan- 
dising agency, which ‘is just complet- 
ing its first year of corporate exist- 
ence, Coffin said, shows nearly a 
$50,000,000 volume of business and 
that it was entering its second year 
with $9,000,000 in orders booked. 

Coffin, one of those who helped 


Pshape the code for textiles and has 
followed closely its workings in other 
fields, express€g the belief that, with 
certain nece modifications of the 
acts and its administration, it is high- 
ly probable the recovery measure will 
a permanent basis of American 
business and that it is unlikely that 
“we shall ever see a return of the 
laissez-faire’ operation of industry.” 
“The experiment of the past year,” 
he said, “has revealed- that many of 
the features of the plan need correct- 
ing.

SURFAGING SOUGHT 


Highway Association 
Leaders Hold Enthusi- 
astic Meeting at Toccoa. 


TOCCOA, Ga., Feb. 20.—Highway 
enthusiasts, represesting a dozen or 
more towns along @fe Nancy Hart 
highway met at the Albemarle hotel 
here today to urge the paving of the 
highway extending from* Turnerville 
to Washington, Ga., which in turn 
would connect with the paved high- 
way leading to Florida.

DEFEND THEIR ACTIONS 


Decatur Commissioners Fac- 
ing Recall Election Issue 
First Statement. 


Decatur City Commissioner R. C, 
Henderson and George W. Woods, 
who face a recall election on March 


2. Tuesday issued their first public 
statement, declaring that “our actions 
have heen taken with a view of ad- 
ministering the city’s affairs economic- 
ally and to the best interest of the 
city and its citizens and taxpayers.” 

The statement, which reviews the 
acts of the commissioners in trimming 
the city’s budget, is as follows: 

To the Citizens of Decatur: 

In fairness to our friends and to our- 
selves in view of the movement to recall 
two membere of the city commission of 
Decatur we feel that a clear statement of 
the facts involved shonld be made at this 
time. 

Our official acts which are the subject 
of ecrntiny were performed in an effort 
to save money for the taxpayers of our 
city and to preserve the financial Iinde- 
pendence and solidity of the city. ; 

At the firet meeting of the comm|ssioners 
this year the city manager presented his 
recommendations for heads of departments 
and salaries for action by that body. These 
recommendations included consolidations and 
dismissals regarded as necessary to maintain 
the city’s solvency. 

This financial situation came about as a 
result of a deficiency in the sinking fund 
of $55,000. The financial set-up of the city 
provides for fhree major funds, first, bond 
and sinking funds: second, school fund, 
and third, general fund. Near the close of 
1932 attention was called to the deficiency 
in the sinking fond by J. Howell Green, 
chairman of the sinking fnnd commission, 
fn a report to the mayor and commissioners, 

In view of thie report it was considered 
urgent by the commissioners that economies 
be adopted to wipe out the deficiency. 

Evidently it was ont of 
eurtail expenditures In the schoo! 
ment, which provides for education of the 
children of our celty. This left only the 
alternative of budget trimming In the gen- 
eral fund to meet the emergence. 

Framination of the municipal organiza- 
tion revealed an avenue for a saving through 
combining the positions of city engineer 
and assistant engineer and laboratory direc- 
tor. It wae shown that the city engineer 
received $800 a year compensation as city 
engineer, that he received $900 a year 
as superintendent of the city water works, 
that he received $900 a year as suprrin- 
tendent of asatreets and sewers and that he 
received $300 a year as chief of the fire de- 
partment, a grand total of $2,700. In addi- 
tion to this amount he was 
year as an automobile allowance and in 
round figures about $250 a year in the form 
of oll, gasoline and upkeep of his antomo- 
hile. Records show that in 1923 gasoline to 
the amount of 1,143 gallons was charged to 
his automobile. 

Additional expense in this department's 
operation was found in the yearly salary 
of $1,380 and automobile allowance of $180 
for the assistant engineer and laboratory 
director. 

This bronght the total 
of this service to $4,090 
in view of the deficlency in the bend and 
sinking fund, could !11 be afforded 

On the recommendation of the city man- 
ager it was decided to cembine the positions 
of city engineer and laboratory director and 
to appoint a man qualified for these tom- 
bination duties at a salary of $1,800 a 
year plus 8360 antomohbile allowance and 
thereby save $2,500 yearly. 

Dismiasal of other employes recommended 
by the city manager was approved by the 
commissioners to save additional funda for 
the city. These diamisanis were carried out 
only after the Individuals had been paid 
two weeks salary in advance. The saving 
to the city thus was brought to between 
$4.000 and $5,000 a year 

We are not politiclaus and draw the nom- 
inal salaries of $190 a month from the city 
of Decatur for our services. Ovor actions 
have been taken with a view of administer- 
ing the city’s affaires economically and to 
the best business Interest of the city and 
its citizens and taxpayers. As long as we 
shall remain in office our efforts will be 
devoted to these interests. 

All statements made here are based on 
facts which can be verified by records at 
the city hall. 
the inspection of all,

OWMILLION-ACRE 
DUTTON SLASH AIM 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(>)— 
Reduction of cotton planting by 25,- 
000,000 acres is this year’s aim of the 
cotton program as told to a house ap- 
propriations subcommittee by Chester 
C. Davis, administrator, of the agri- 
culture adjustment act, in hearings on 
the agriculture appropriations bill 
which was reported today to the 
house. 

That reduction would make “a rea! 
attack” on the large carry-over, said 
Davis, who, when asked about the 
compulsory control bill, expressed the 
Opinion any plan ought to have a 
voluntary co-operation basis. He said 
he felt it was a year too early for 


the Bankhead bill type of segislation 
and that he would like to see the pres- 
ent plan carried out to give a year 
more of experience. 

Reduction of the cotton surplus to 
8,000,000 or 9,000,000 bales under the 
agriculture adjustment act in 1934 is 
forecast by Davis. 

Davis said the acreage reduction 
program in 19383 cut production by 
4,000,000 bales. Individual checks, he 
said, were mailed to 1,042,000 farmers 
for plowing up their cotton, adding: 

“I think. the results in the soutb 
have justified the cotton program.” 

Davis estimated that 90 per cent of 
the acreage was affected by the reduc- 
tion campaign. 

Up until December 31, he continued, 
about $80,000,000 had been collected 
from the cotton processing tax, while 
more than $160,000;000 was paid out. 

“There is every reason to believe,” 
he said, “that the proceeds from the 
processing tax will pay all of the 
cotton program expense; with the ex- 
ception of the payments in connection 
with the cotton option pool, which are 
to be met out of a special fund known 
as the Bankhead act fund, which runs 
to a total, under the Bankhead act, 
of approximately $60,000,000.” 

Davis said about 45 per cent of 
American cotton was domestically 
consumed, with 55 per cent being ex- 
ported. _He expressed the belief that 
despite increased growth af cotton 
abroad. the United States would con- 
tinue to hold its foreign market. 


No Buyers Appear 


For Texas’ Bonds 


AUSTIN, Texas, Feb. 20.—(7)\— 
The Texas bond commission said not 
an offer was made for $2.750,000 in 
state bonds, proceeds of which would 
go to relieve the unemployment des- 
titute, 

Today was the sales day for the 
second half of a bond issue of $5,500,- 
000 authorized by the legislature last 
fall for relief purposes. Considerable 
difficulty had been experienced in 
marketing ‘the first block. Texas bank- 
ers and insurance companies finally 
absorbed them. 

_ The legislature, in special session, 
is considering another issue of $4,- 
500,000.
